T. M. C. A. Workers Plan a 
Whirlwind Finish in Their 
Campaign for $350,000. 


DEPEND ON SMALL GIFTS. 


Auto Brigade Will Sweop Down 
on the Big Manufacturing 
Districts Today. 


Two days. or, to be exact, forty hours from 
8 o'clock this morning, are left for 400 T. 
M. C. A. workers to pring in pledges of 
$88.700. If they fail, $70,000 contributed on 
the condition thaf the campaign for $350,000 
succeed will be lost. 

Also, Chicago wi.. be the first in seventy- 
six cities where similar campaigns have been 
conducted to admit failure. 

The last days cf the fight are entered with 
not a subscription in sight. The metropolitan 
committee has visited every person known to 
be in sympathy with the movement, and the 
success of the campaign depends on a great 
number of smaller contributions from in- 
dividuals or on larger contributions from un- 
expected sodrees that come in before Tues- 
day night and without personal solicitation. 

The final lap of the big campaign will be 
entered into at 8 o'clock this morning with a 
whoop and hurrah, when all of the 400 com- 
mitteemen, augmented by many whose in- 
terest in the success of the campaign was 
aroused by their own contributions and who 
after being induced to contribute have been 
among the most successful workers with 
others. 


Must Collect $37 a Minute. 

Forty hours of 2,400 minutes in which to 
raise 888.700 means an average of only a lit- 
tle less than $37 each minute from now until 
midnight on Tuesday. This means an aver- 
age of 92 ce a minute for each of the 400 
special committeemen. 

Inspired by hopes of clinching the $70,000 
provisional gifts and a dread of admitting 
failure for Chicago, this body of collectors 
will turn loose in the loop district, invading 
every office building and store. Not only 
will proprietors and department heads be 
asked to pledge a substantial contrjbution, 
but employés will be urged to contribute a 
smaller share of the sum needed. 

In the afternoon the . M. C. A. army will 
become an automobile brigade and visit the 
manufacturing disfricts of the west and north 
gides. Here specia! success is expected as a 
result of workmen's slips distributed on Sat- 
urdey. Factory managers were asked to 
send these slips through the shops, giving 
the workmen a chance to sign themselves for 
a share of the sum reeded. 

Today these sheets of signatures will be 
collected and heads of institutions will be 
urged for the Jast time to contribute to the 
cause. 

Why Task Is Difficult Here. — 

The campaign in Chicago has been harder 
than in any city, according to C. S. Ward, sec- 
retary of the international committee. Fol- 
lowing are the three reasons he holds are 
responsible for the difficulty in collecting 
here:

Miss Mary McEnerney, business agent of 
the Bindery Women's union; Miss Emma 
Steghagen, secretary of the league; and Miss 
Olive Sullivan of-the Stenographers’ union 
are preparing to issue a challenge to the 


co-eds for the hockey championship of Chi- 


Sago. 
Plan a Swimming Contest. 

Aquatic sports also may be taken up this 
year and a swimming contest is talked of as 
a possibility. Considerable rivalry exists 
among the young women as to who is the 
champion athlete of the league. Honors so 
far are said to be about evenly divided 
among Miss McEnerney, Miss Anna Willard 
of the waitresses’ union, and Mise Mary. An- 
derson of the boot and shoe workers’ union. 

The league sent congratulations and the 
good will of its members to Emil Seidel, 
mayor elect of Milwaukee, the Socialist al- 
dermen, and the citizens generally on the 
victory of the Socialists in that city.

This place is one of the worst in Ham- 
mond. In fact, Moore is out on bonds now 
for harboring girls under 16 years old. He 
keeps girls there all the time and charges 
them three or four prices for their board, 
room, and clothes. 

“Now, Mr. Editor, I saw in your paper 
some time ago that you were willing to lend 
a helping hand to crush out places of this 
kind. In West Hammond honest people are 
afraid of opening their mouths for fear of 
being slugged, or worse, at the hands of Con 
Moore. There ig no use of expecting help 
from the police force. “Once in a while some 
deputy sheriff comes out and takes some shot 
machines.” 


Open Gambling in Saloons. , 

The writer’s name is withheld for obvious 
reasons. Conditions were found to be ex- 
actly as he represented, in so far as vice and 
gambling are concerned. All of the saloons 
have the nickel slot gambling machines. . 

Roulette wheels, poker, and other games 
of chance can be found by walking into 
nearly any of the forty-nine saloons in the 
village, which has only 700 inhabitants. 

The. two most notorious places are Arnold 
Kildenich’s State Line house and Con 
Moore’s place. Customers in Moore’s bar- 
room are invited to go back into another 
room and see the girls. Once there, they are 
solicited to buy drinks by the girls. Beer is 
sold at 25 cents for a small bottle. The girls 
get a check which is good for 5 cents for 
every quarter’s worth of liq@or sold. 

West Hammond is in Cook county and 
directly across the state line from Hammond, 
Ind., where conditions are much better!

Loosley’s real name was not Grace Kugler 
or even Grace, but Josephine Walton, and 
that she was stolen from her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Walton, in 1885, when not 
2 years old, by an Ohio woman. She did not 
divulge the name of the kidpaper. 

„The woman's object,’’ said Mrs. Walton, 
“was to obtain 4 ransom, which my hus- 
band and myself were unable to pay.

CRAZED MAN KILLS PREACHER 


Victim in Sermon Had Offered 
Himself to Martyrdom. 


INCITED HEARER TO SLAY. 


Murderer Flees to Woods Near Pitts- 
burg; Eludes Police. 


Pittsburg, Pa.. April 10.—A sermon on mar- 
tyrdom, in which Frank Skala, an editor and 
prominent mission worker, had declared him- 
self willing to lay down his life for the Chris- 
tian cause, was followed today by his assas- 
sination and the shooting down also of a fel- 
low church leader, John Gay. 

Arm in arm, the two missionaries were 
leaving the little Slayonic Congregational 
church in Wood’s Run, a suburb, at the head 
of more than a hundred foreigners A 
ragged, collarless man poked his way 
through the crowd, and when he was only 
a step behind the leaders he pressed a re- 
volver to Skala’s head and fired twice. 

The bullets took effect in the jaw and tem- 
ple, and Skala fell dead. Gay, who threw up 
his right hand to ward off the weapon, was 
struck first in the thutmb. Then a second 
bullet was buried in his head. He fell un- 
conscious across the lifeless body of his col- 
league. 

Crowd Flees Before Revolver. 

For several moments the assassin stood 
over his victims in a crazed contemplation 
of the deed flourishing his revolver, while the 
panic stricken crowd fied to shelter behind 
posts and doorways. 

The madman was Jan Radowitch, a charac 
ter known to most of the mission for his shift- 
less habits, slovenly dress, and radical opin- 
ions. A moment before he had meekly read 
from Juvenile Leaflets in the Sunday school 
led by Skala; previously he had sat in a 
back pew of the church during the regular 
sermon; and at the commencement of the 
services Skala had shaken his hand in greet- 
ing. In all this time Radowitch had given 
no warning of his murderous intent. 

There were no police in sight when the mur- 
der was done. The church people were too 
frightened to grab the assassin, and after 
the wild flourish of his weapon and stamping 
his foot on the bodies he made off down the 
avenue to the Fort Wayne rafiroad tracks 
and was soon lost to view in the woods. A 
large armed posse of police, detectives, and 
church people was soon in pursuit, but up to 
a late hour tonight they had found no trace 


of him. 
Services in Morgue. 

After the madman’s disappearance the mis- 
sion crowd reassembled about their fallen 
lea@ers and passionately mourned their loss. 
Skala’s body was removed to an underteker’s 
rooms, and Gay was taken to St. John’s bos- 
pital. Hig wound is dangerous, but it is be- 
lieved he will recover. 
The Rev. Mr. Losa was summoned to the 
undertaking rooms soon after the tragedy, 
and in violent emotion he delivered a funeral 
sermon over the body of his friend, while a 
hbund@red followers wept aloud.

The insurgents refuse to take issue with the 
president, but their attitude toward the 
speech of Attorney General Wickersham js 
such as to indicate that there has been 4 
solidifying of the insurgent ranks for the 
purpose of answering his speech in detail.

FRAUDS IN SUGAR IMPORTS 
WERE KNOWN 19 YEARS AGO. 


Hepburn. Says Government Officials 
Got Confession from One Man in on 
Deal in 1801. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special.}— 
That a report has lain in the treasury depart- 
ment fer nineteen years, telling in detail of 
the huge frauds perpetrated by the sugar im- 
porters upon the government, is the state- 
ment made by Col. W. P. Hepburn of Iowa, a 
former member of congress. 

Col. Hepburn was solicitor of the treasury 
during the Harrison administration. In 1891 
he undertook an exhaustive investigation of 
the sugar importing conditions at New York. 

“We entered on the investigation on the 
| order of Secretary Windom of the treasury,” 
| said Col. Hepburn today. Our discoveries 

were astounding. We obtained a confession 
‘from one man that he earned on an average 
$3,000 a by permitting frauds at docks. 
Other importers told us how the government 
was cheated out of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
“ I suppose the report ie still in the treasury. 
I do not know of any action ever having 


been taken upon it. Secretary Windom died 
about the time the report was made.“

MOORE QUIETS COMET FEARS. 

Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special.}— 
Willis L. Moore, chief of the United States 
weather bureau, issued a statement today 
that will bring peace of mind to folks wor- 
rying about a possible collision with Hal- 
ley’s comet. Here it 18: 

Popular apprehension regarding harm to 
the earth and its inhabitants during the im- 
pending visit of Halley's comet to this por-, 
tion of the universé is unfounded, The result 
of a collision between the earth and a comet 
would depend upon the mass of the comet, 
the velocity of the bodies, and the angle of 
the impact. A collision in the present case 
will be impossible owing to a safety margin 
between the tracks of the earth and the comet 
of about 18,000,000 miles. 

“The tail of the comet through which the 
earth probably will pass will be noticeable 
only as harmless, luminous gas or dust, and 
may produce electrical and magnetic effects 
that can be detected only by self-recording 
instruments. A source of possible danger 
or discomfort to the earth attending cometary 
visits would be the falling into the sun of a 

comet. As the least distance between Hal- 
ley’s comet and the sun in the present in- 
stance will be more than 54,000,0~ miles

Deis in Exacting . 

Yesterday afternoon, in Music hall, Oscar 
J. Deie was heard in an exacting program of 
plano compositions. He made ambitious 
beginning with the seldom given and exceed- 
ingly difficult Beethoven sonata Op. 81, 
known as The Farewell.“ A Liszt tran- 
scription.of Schubert's beautiful song Love's 
Message was grouped with the latter mas- 
ters impromptu Op. 90 No. 4, a Chopin-Liszt 
“Polish Song,” and the second legend of 
Liszt to form the second division of his of- 
ferings. Small compositions. by Gluck- 
Sgambati, MacDowell, and Grieg followed, 
and the afternoon was closed with the famil- 
jar Schulz-Evier arabesques on The Blue 
Danube waltz. 

Mr. Deis evidently has studied Jong and 
carefully. He has acquired that command 
of finger dexterity and that familiarity with 
the keyboard that constitute the foundation 
of a virtuogo technic. One may, therefore, 
predict for him a larger measure of im- 
pressiveness and authority than at present 
characterizes. his playing. With more ex- 
tended experience before the public and 
further study in the direction of tonal volume 
and variety he should be able to set his in- 
terpretative intentions clearly before his 
hearers. 

At present he is limited by a certain tim- 
idity. He seems to fear exaggeration in 
every direction, save that of an extreme 
pianissimo. There results an impression of 
artistic reticence that is almost negative in 
ite effect. Great climaxes such as Liszt has 
built up in the St. Francis Legend de- 
mand great tonal volume. It is not sufficient 
to indicate the melodic contour clearly and 
with nicely calculated phrasing. One must 
also develop great power if the public is to be 
convinced of a great dramatic climax. This 
Mr. Deis never did and there resulted a cer- 
tain monotony that severely taxed the in- 
terest of the large and kindly disposed audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Deis’ attention is also called to the 
possibilities of the damper pedal as an aid to 
variety and volume of tone. He uses it with 
a conservatism that is painful in its care and 
moderation. Dryness and lack of sympathy 
are added thereby to his tonal limitations. 
Furthermore, this neglect of a valued me- 
chanical means increases Mr. Deis’ misfor- 
tune to misrepresent himself musically to the 
public. For despite these technical short- 
comings one was able to discover in his play- 
ing evidences of a poetic and sympathetic 
— 22 In the intimate environment of 
the drawing room Mr. Deis is doubtless an 
attractive.pianist. But he is too quiet and 
restrained to impress vividly in the concert 
hall.

The appointment 
of John Brown as business controller last 
week was for the purpose of stopping finan- 
cial leaks,

. COLD STORAGE. 
The senate committee on.the increased 
cost of living has reported a bill to regu- 
late cold storage warehouses. Its pre- 


| Hminary inquiries have convinced it that 


cold storage has its bad as well as its good | 
side, and that it has been used for the pur- 
pose of improperly maintaining or ad- 
vancing prices. It has worked to equalize 
prices, but the equalization has been too 
much to the disadvantage of the consumer. 

It has furthered the ends of those who 
seek to establish the most odious of. all 

monopolies—that of foodstuffs. 

Hence the committee proposes that 
goods kept in cold. storage for more. than 

a year shall be considered adulterated. It 
taken out of cold storage and erroneously 

marked as to the time they were put in, 

they are to be regarded as misbrandea 

under the pure food law. The committee 

is confident that the effect of such legisla- 

tion would be lessened ability of the cold 

storage people to maintain artificially high 

prices. 

‘Food kept in cold storage too long de- 

teriorates in quality. Sometimes it be- 

comes injurious to health. That is a point 

which the senate committee emphasizes. 

Thus there are two excellent reasons why 

the legislation pro by it should be 

enacted. The health and the purse of the 

consumer would be benefited. 

If the bill shall pass it will apply only 

to cold storage foodstuffs that enter into 

interstate commerce. Beef, poultry, eggs, 

etc., put in a Chicago cold storage ware- 

house and withdrawn for local consump- 

tion would not be within the purview of 

the law. Therefore the inhabitants of this 

city and other great cities where cold stor- 

age plants are running would have to de- 

pend on municipal legislation for that pro- 

tection against extortion and disease which 

a federal law would not give them. 

An attempt was made a few years ago 

to give Chicagoans protection against the 

abuses of the cold storage system. The 

council was asked to pass an ordinance 

providing for the branding of cold storage 

goods so that the consumer might have an 

idea of the age, and consequently of the 

quality—or lack of it—of the foodstuffs 

offered him. The cold storage people did 

not wish the consumer to be enlightened 

and they fought the branding proposition 


tional convention which nominated Mr.

_ RAILROAD CONTROL OF LAKE 
‘TRANSPORTATION. 

“tte is conceded,” says the 3 

commerce commission in a recent opinion, 
“thet the defendant railroads owt or 
control all of the boat lines that transport 
flour from Duluth to Bufalo.“ The 
opinion in question deals with the com- 
plaint of the millers of Minneapolis and 
some other cities. in the northwest that 
the rail, lake and rall rate on the prod- 
uct to New York was excessive and gave 
an undue advantage to the Buffalo mill- 
ers. The commission found the com- 
plaint justifiable and ordered a reduction 
in the rate from 23 cents per hundred 
pounds to 21% cents. 
“Up to 1808 the regular or package 
lines of boats ‘on the great lakes were 
independent. Then the rate on flour 
was 20 cents per hundred pounds. But 
as the railroads absorbed the lake lines 
they advanced the rates, first by 2 cents 
and then by 1. The roads wanted more 
money, and as competition had been ex- 
tinguished, they reached out after the 
money. : 

The roads have not a 3 monopo- 
ly of lake traffic. They have to divide 
the transportation of wheat. with the 
tramp boats. The latter handle prac- 
tically all that is mo¥ed during the early 
days of navigation. They are at the 
shipping points ready to take on cargoes 
while the regular or package carrying 
boats are moving the accumulation of 
freight concentrated at the different ports. 
So it comes about that during the greafer 
part of the season the rates on wheat are 
fixed by the tramp steamers. That is 


hy the “Buffalo millers pay reasonable 


rates on the wheat they draw from the 
northwest. This, coupled with the higher 
rates on flour shipped from the north- 
west, accounts for the jump of the output 
of the Buffalo mills from 966,000 barrels 
in 1902 to 2,665,000 barrels in 1908.

Other 
crops are grown occasionally, but only for 
the purpose of building up the soll by rota- 
tion. This strip is from twenty to sixty miles 
in width. “The surrounding country is attrac- 
tive and was selected by Joseph Jefferson,

All through this Strip there is an abund- 
ance of fresh water, which is obtalned from 
the bayous and from wells. There is a stiff 
clay underlying the surface soil and this 
holds the water. The ground is so located 
that it can be drained without difficulty when 
water is not Wanted. Thesoil becomes firm 
in a short time after being. drained, so that 
a a machinery can be used to advan- 
The rice industry furnishes one of the best 
instances of what is possible by the use of 
modern, labor saving machinery. Cattle and 
primitive tools are used by the rice growers 
of other countries in harvesting. their cron 
It does not make much difference, however, 
how they do their harvesting, for they can- 
not grow large amounts of grain without 
changing their methods. 
Modern inventions have. worked a revolu- 
tion in the rice business and have caused 
lands, formerly worth little, to become valua- 
ble. Cultivation with proper machinery has 
been a valuable aid and the new harvesters 
brought down from the north have proved 
a great benefit. But the most valuable aid 
has been the introduction of pumps that are 
capable of supplying water at a low cost just 
when and where it is most needed. 


Pumps Make Crop Boom. 

As soon as it was discovered that the pral- 
rie lands some distance from the bayous could 
be irrigated and would grow rice, the price 
of such ground, formerly almost worthless, 
began to advance rapidly. One of the most 
successful of the earlier pumps was started 
near Crowley in 1894. In the following year 
a better type of pump was used and the re- 
sults showed that a new era had been © vegun 
in the rice business. Since then the best 
engineers have given their attention to this 
business. and have developed an irrigation 
system fully equal to the demands that have 
been made upon it:

Bad Stump in Corn Prices on the De-

4 mem figures were 
Continued dry weather, however, will pro- 
vide the bulls with ‘ammunition, ag it Wil 
make the plant more than usually susceptible 
to Insect ravages, and these are already be- 
ginning to be reported. Late last week there 
were numerous reports of chinch bug and 
Hessian fly reports from the southern part of 
this state, Missouri, and southern Kansas: 
Whether or not the chinch bug scare will de- 
velop into anything important is a question, 
as the general condition of the crop over the 
largest part of the area is not in a feeble 
enough state to make any serious inroads 
probable. 


Kansas Still in Dry Column. 


With the exception of the drought condi- 
tions now prevailing in the southwest and 
the admitted damage to winter wheat Kan- 
sas and a few other sections from winter 
killing there is not much in the present sit- 
uation encouraging to the bulls in view of 
current high prices, which are much above 
an export parity. The cash demand is con- 
spicuous by its absence, and miliers appear 
to be well supplied with Wheat. There is 
some talk of manipulation in the May de- 
livery, but the leading holder denies any in- 
tention of trying to run a corner, and states 
that it would be impossible to control that 
month even if he wanted to. Northwest 
stocks are increasing at a rate that makes 
the outlook less bullish in the northwest, 
while primary receipts continue liberal 
enough to discredit any ideas of a short crop 
last year. 

Farm Supplies Are Liberal. 


Farmers evidently have considerable wheat 
back and it is believed that the supply of bard 
winter wheat back on the farms in Nebraska 
is large. Farmers will sell if the new crop 
outiook is favorable, otherwise they will 
probably hold. The cash demand at the best 
is not a circumstance to what it was at this 
time last year, and while stocks at the leading 
winter wheat markets are comparatively 
light, the mills are holding the wheat in re- 
serve. With new crop futures way above an 
export basis, the continued heavy world's 
shipments are especially significant and in- 
dicate that the urgent buying during the 
summer months for export which has been a 
feature during the last few years will not 
be in evidence to help out the bulls this year. 


Ideal Conditions in Northwest. 


Another bearish factor, moreover, is the 
ideal weather for seeding in the northwest. 
All the reports received from the spring 
wheat country indicate the acreage will be 
much larger than a year ago, and probably 
the largest on record. Much of the acreage 
bas already been put in, and in some sections 
the wheat is up and shows a fine start. In- 
directly this will have a bearing on the old 
crop situation, as there will be a greater 
tendency om the part of the farmers to unload, 
their old wheat. Foreign crop conditions are 
favorable and the outlook abroad is for a 
season of plentiful supplies with an indiffer- 
ence to the offerings from this side. 


Cash Situation Drags Corn Down. 


In the corn market the demoralization of 
the cash markets was seen in the failure of 
two large houses, and this had a bad effect 
on the speculative markets, which sold off 
sharply, prices touching the lowest points in 
many months. On the decline there was 
some export demand reported and shorts took 
advantage of the heavy and general liquida- 
tion to cover their shorts. This evened up 
the market toa considerable extentand there 
was a rally of fair proportions. 

In the cash markets of the country there is 
still a plethora of corn, particularly of the 
low grades, and this has a depressing effect 
on sentiment. The great part of the cash 
corn is how owned by the large elevator 
people. who have it hedged in the pit, and 
with any improvement in the cash demand a 
marked change would soon be apparent. Re- 
ports that eastern firms are in di ulty are 
repudiated, and it is stated that the long in- 
terest in the east is the smallest in years. 
Farmers are preparing to plant an enormous 
acreage of corn, and this may have a bear- 
ish effect later. Country offerings are light, 
and with high prices still being maintained 
for live stock of all kinds, there is no indica- 
tion of the growers being inclined to sacri- 
fice their property. 

Oats Are Comparatively Firm. 

In the oats trade the weakness in other 
grains caused much liquidation, but there 
was excellent trading by shorts and cash 
houses on the easy spots, and net s for 
the week were not great. Eleva people 
appear to be picking up the nearby deliveries 
on all the weak spots, and compared to other 
grains oats are too high. Eastern advices 
received recently predict an early revival 
of buying in that quarter both of the cash 
article and of the May. Purchases of the 
latter would be witha view of taking deliv- 
ery.. Compared to @ year ago prices for all 
deliveries of oats are much lower. The 
cash trade is moderate, but receipts 
are mo more than large enough to sup- 
ply the demand.
